GAFNEY LIBRARY, INC. 


Gafney Library continues to grow with ever increasing resources 
of almost ten thousand books, with a supplement of 3,589 bor— 
rowed from the Bookmobile. The State Library and Interlibrary 
Loan have filled promptly the 255 special requests we made 
throughout the year. A total of 601 books were purchased in 1972 
plus 250 fine donations. 


The personnel and patients at Carroll County Home are serviced 
weekly by Trustee Alden Young, assisted by Mr. Walter Went— 
worth. Approximately 600 books are currently circulating at the 
Home. 


The library is open three—quarters of an hour earlier on Tuesday 
and Thursday to accomodate approximately 200 children from Paul 
School, visiting by grades. Books are selected and delivered 
monthly to the Union School for the two grades there. 


At the September Annual Meeting, officers were re—elected as 
follows: President, Mr. Arthur Burleigh; Vice President, Mr. 
Horace Richter; Treasurer, Mr. Alden Young; Directors, Mrs.

MacBrien. 


Friends of Wakefield Libraries donated $300.00 to Gafney Lib— 
rary for purchase of children’s books. This money was used 
mainly for biographies and ‘“‘Landmark’’ books.  Regretfully 
‘The Friends’’ decided to close out the Summer Book Sale per— 
manently last September. 


The library will continue to welecome and appreciate all donat— 
ions of books. Duplications will be shared with Wakefield and 
Union Libraries and the miscellaneous will be carried to the 
Annual Hospital Fair in Wolfeboro.

People in small towns all over New Hampshire have been search— 
ing for legal ordinances or regulations which will permit them to 
remain small rural towns, protect the investments that their sum— 
mer neighbors have committed to their trust and still allow a 
reasonable return to the community on land representing capital. 
(Some people put money in the bank, some: put it in land.) The 
land, however, is a protective green belt which because it is un— 
crowded, affords the sense of peace many people invested their 
life’ savings to obtain. Our lakes, streams and mountains which 
attract the great proportion of our taxpayers are in danger of 
deterioration. These assets are now under study by the office of 
State Planning Incooperation with associations such as our local 
lake associations and fish and game groups. The study places 
strong emphasis on the effects of land use on the water shed and 
utilizes the entire lake watershed as the focus. Individuals and 
agencies of all branches of the government realize that time has 
run out on wasteful land destruction. 


Since 1950 our concerned local citizens have worked long and 
diligently to find a fair way to insure our continued economic 
stability and maintain our small town existence. Wilbur Mills 
made a joking remark during this last political uproar that “‘you 
can fleece a sheep many times but you can only skin him once.’’ 
Somehow we must maintain and improve that quality which brings 
our neighbors from other states. It will necessitate give and take 
on both sides to find an equitable solution. A large number of our 
non—resident taxpayers and lake association members have in— 
dicated their approval of subdivision regulations by mail and 
phone. 


In 1954 RSA 36 (19-34) by an unanimous court in Berman vs. 
Parker, this statement was made: ‘‘We conclude that the sub— 
division law RSA 36 (19-39) is valid and constitutional. The 
concept of public welfare is broad and inclusive...the values 
it represents are spiritual as well as physical, aesthetic as well 
monetary. It is within the power of the legislature (town) to 
determine that the community should be beautiful as well as 
healthy, spacious as well as clean, well balanced as well as 
carefully patrolled.’’ | Exceptions over ruled—all concurred. 


So we begin. The Wakefield Planning Board complied with all 
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necessary posting and publication requirements to call a special 

town meeting on September 12, 1972. Two articles were presented. ' 
The first one requested the passage of a zoning ordinance in 

place of any and all zoning ordinances that may have been adopted 
by any previous town meeting. This was rejected. — The second 
article requested that the Planning Board be allowed ‘“‘to exercise 

the powers set forth in New Hampshire Revised Statues Annotated 
Chapter 36, and particularly sections 19 through 25 thereof.”’ 
This subdivision on regulation had been discussed at a hearing 

before voting. The article was accepted by one vote. However 
it must be remembered that large numbers of taxpayers were not 

able to vote their approval. 


It should be noted that the town meeting, under state law, does 
not act on subdivisions regulations, per se, but only authorizes 
the Planning Board to adopt same. After the Town Clerk on 
September 13 dertified to the Carroll County Registry of Deeds 
that the Planning Board had subdivision regulatory powers, the 
full board; David Stevens, Chairman—Richard Zarse, Secretary— 
Marshall Fox, Grace Pelee and Ronald Kinville for the Selectmen 
had informal meetings with citizens, studied regulations of other 
towns, consulted with the Town Attorney and prepared a set of 
regulations closely following minimum state guidelines. ' At the 
public hearing written suggestions were requested for future 
action. They are on record. On December 28 the regulations 
were registered at the Carroll County Courthouse.’ These regu— 
lations may be amended or rescinded by the Planning Board but 
only following public hearing on the proposed change. ' The chair— 
man or Secretary of the Planning Board shall transmit any changes 
so authorized to the Registry of Deeds of Carroll County. Written 
suggestions are now on the record and will be considered in 1973. 


Abstract from the Requlations. 
Section VII Miscellaneous Provisions. - 


A. The Board shall have the authority to waive the literal re— 
quirements of these regulations in cases of undue hardship re— 
sulting from unusual space or topographical and soil conditions, 
providing that the general purposes of these regulations will be 
carried out and no risk to health or safety will result.’”’ 

B. It is the general policy of the Board that subdivision plans 
approved by the New Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Con— 
trol Commission and recorded at the Carroll County Registry of 
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Deeds prior to the adoption of these regulations shall Le exempt 
from the requirements herein, unless now existing or subsequent— 
ly occurring factors raise a substantial risk to health or safety, 
in which case the Board may review said subdivisions and re— 
quire compliance with the provisions hereof. 


Copies of the minutes, state law, N.H. Water and Pollution publi- 
cation—and State Planning suggested ‘‘good practices’’ may be 
seen at the office of the Town Clerk.

Another year has swiftly come to a close. It has been a very 
busy year for everyone. We are constantly growing under the 
capable hands of our Public Health Nurse, Mrs. M. Virginia 
Dolan, R.N. and her assistants, Mrs. Nathalie Leavitt, R.N. 
and Mrs. Davena DeWolf, R.N. We also have available an Oc— 
Ccupational Therapist, Mrs. Joan Decelle and a part—time Physio— 
therapist, Mrs. Betty Freeman, with a contract with Huggins 
Hospital when Mrs. Freeman is not available. We also had two 
part—time nurses for a short time, Mrs. Patricia Titus, R.N. and 
Mrs. Constance Shephard, R.N. 


The total number of visits during 1972 were 2184, a slight gain 
over 1971's 2040 visits.

In September the office of the Public Health Nurse was moved 
from the Black Building to Huggins Hospital. 


Clinics were held monthly in Wakefield. Dr. Gerard G. Bozuwg 
M.D. was in charge. They are sponsored by the Public Health 
Nursing Association in cooperation with the State Department of 
Health and the School Board of Wakefield. Noclinics were held 
in Wolfeboro this year. 


Services cover the Alton, Brookfield, Tuftonboro, Wakefield and 
Wolfeboro areas. No patient is refused care because of financial 
stress. Therefore, our drive for funds each year is very important 
as well as the funds voted for at the Town Meetings, since like 
everyone, we are feeling the pinch of economy. 


The Nursing Committee wishes to thank everyone whose con— 
tribution, financial or otherwise, assured the success of our 
program.

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REPORT of the FOREST FIRE WARDEN and DISTRICT CHIEF 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative State—town 
program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Direc— 
tor, Division of Resources Development upon recommendation of 
the Selectmen and the State’s District Forest Fire Chief is re— 
sponsible for fire suppression and other related duties. The 
State shares equally with the town in the cost of most fores fires, 
except illegal and careless fires, which are charged to the re— 
sponsible party. The State further provides fire detection ser— 
vices, prevention programs, fire training for town wardens and 
crews, and back up equipment for fire suppression. 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls 
all outside burning in his town except backyard cooking fires. 
Any person wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not cov— 
ered with snow must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the 
Town Forest Fire Warden. No permits will be issued for fires 
between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless it is raining, except for 
commercial purposes. 


Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an ex— 
tremely useful tool when under control but once allowed to run 
wild itcan become a disastrous and devastating force. Only you 
can prevent a forest fire.

As we prepare to enter the last quarter of the twentieth Century, 
a large movement appears to be underway to get away from the 
hectic life of the city and to relocate in the peaceful, tranquil 
atmosphere of the country. As this steady exodus takes place, 
there are many problems which beset a small community such as 


Wakefield, 


Of paramount importance is the need for space in the schools. 
With the ever increasing enrollment and our present utilization of 
all available space, the presently available number of classrooms 
will simply not serve our purpose much longer. Add to this fact, 
the poor condition of the Union School Building; the large num— 
bers expected in the first grade for the next several years; and 
it soon becomes evident that we have exceeded our capacity and 
must seek other alternatives for the future. 


Another continuing problem is that of pupil transportation. With 
the continuation of double sessions in Rochester, the busing to 
and from the Union School, the extension of several bus runs, 
the reduction in the number of buses, and the time factor involved 
in moving pupils to school on time, it has been a banner year for 
complaints about pupil transportation. The School Board has 
dealt with each problem as it has arisen and will continue to 
judge each case on its individual merits, making its decision 
accordingly. 


Despite the alleged and well publicized abundance of certified 
teachers, good instructors are still a premium commodity, espec— 
ially in the areas of mathematics, science, primary and middle 
grades. Wakefield once again experienced a large turnover in the 
members of its instructional staff. Replacements had to be se— 
cured in the areas of mathematics, English and social studies. 


The remedial reading program, in its first full year of operation, 
has been highly successful under the tutelage of Mrs. Feddern. 
Judging from the academic results, the improvement in the pupils’ 
attitudes toward reading, and the interest in and enthusiasm for 
the program by parents, it seems to be a worthwhile program that 


has benefited the pupils and educational offerings of the Wake— 
field School. 


No change has been made relative to the status of the AREA 
School Building during the past year. At last report, Rochester 
has regrouped its forces and is in the initial stages of coming 
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up with a compromise plan that would be acceptable to both the 
School Board and the Eity Council. The Fartticatien for Wake— 
field is the likelihood that double sessions will continue for at 
least two, and possibly three more years. 


This report would not be complete without mentioning the untimely 
death of Mr. Paul Garland who had served the Wakefield School 
District well as a transporter of pupils for many years. His dili- 
gent efforts to serve our community will be long remembered. 


The undersigned wish to thank the citizens of Wakefield, the 
staff, the pupils, and the Board for their continued cooperation 
during the past year.

Presently several 
teachers are working on a program to replace the worn out social 
texts in grades two through seven. 


This 
program was again an unquestionable success with about fifty 
boys participating. Sportsmanship and fair play was emphasized 
as well as techniques and skills. 


National Education Week in November was once again climaxed 
by our annual Open House. The fifth grade helped the program 
by sponsoring a Book Fair. The money derived from this under— 
taking is to be used for a class project. 


December brought forth our Christmas Program. The school’s 
thanks are extended to Miss Ramsey for all the time and effort 
she devoted to make this undertaking a success. 


Presently, there are approximately seventy—five children enrolled 
in the ski program at Moose Mountain under the most capable 
direction of the Moose Mountain Ski School.

A new State Law, RSA 200: 26—41, became effective on September 
4, 1971. This law states that all children shall be examined by 
a licensed physician prior to or upon first entry into the public 
school system. This law further states that all children shall be 
immunized prior to school entrance according to the recommend— 
ations of the state public health agency.
